Wives are often to blame that their 
husbands’ houses are In dlsordef so 
far as life Insurance is concerned. 
The price of a hat for the wife of a 
man In moderate circumstances may 
equal the quart* rly premium on threo 
or four thousand dollars* worth of 
life Insurance. 

Considerations of delicacy oftei 
hold back a wife from bringing up 
the subject of life Insurance to her 
husband. Bha does not like to thlnlt 
that he may die; and she does not like 
him to think that she la planning to 
derive a money benefit from hia 
death. In sober fact, euch squeamish- 
ness Is nonsensical. Life insurance la 
not a benefit but a compensation, 
always Inadequate no matter how 
large, assuming that a husband 
worth anything at all. A wife should 
never stand In the jray of that life 
usurance which la her only protec¬ 
tion from privation and poverty. On 
the contrary she should demand It- 
She should Insist that It be regarded 
not as an extravagance, nor as an in¬ 
vestment. but ms a necessity. It must 
come before luxuries, such as super- 
mllllnered'bonnets for the wife and 
cigars for the husband. It should 
come before a savings bank account. 
In fact. It should arrive with tha 
wedding presents. A husband who 
cannot afford to put a policy ot in¬ 
surance upon his life In the bands of 
hie bride is too poor to buy a marriage 
license or to pey a* wedding fee.

It la almost axiomatic that the man 
who has no Life Insurance Is a bad • 
housekeeper.

In that day what 
are your wife end children going to I 
do and what la your business going to 
do? The advantages of carrying life 
Insurance are so obvious snd the dis¬ 
advantages of not carrying It are so 
much more obvious thst It seems 
hardly necessary to urge It upon any¬ 
one. Yet I am going to cite two cases 
to show that It la necessary to urge 
It. 

One of these waa a business man 
on the Peclfic Coast. He had a busi¬ 
ness which with him at the heed of It 
was worth $400,000 It could prob¬ 
ably have been sold for that amount 
It was Incorporated, but he owned 
all the stock except the nominal allot¬ 
ment to the necessary directors. He 
made lots of money, but ho spent 
much on the extension of his business, 
and he spent liberally, almost lavishly, 
upon himself and his family. His busi¬ 
ness was earning him the bMM 
from half a million, and he lived as If 
It were a half million of government 
bonds and all he had to do was to cut 
the coupons. Instead of as if It were a 
growing bush that sun snd frost 
could wither. Some years ho lived a 
little faster than his business grew, 
snd thst put him In the hole. But he 
continued spending, depending on ex¬ 
pending a little faster the next year 
and possibly curbing his personal ex¬ 
pense account a trifle till the two 
should run neck and neck again.

Interesting Report laaued by tho Do 
partmsnt. of Agriculture 

Tho recently Issued report of the 
veterinary director-general (F. Tor 
ranee, U.A-, D.V.B.) la a comprehen- 
alve document and ona worthy of ex 
tensive public reading. There la no 
branch of agriculture of more univer¬ 
sal Importance than the health of 
food-producing and utility anlmala. 
Dr. Torrance goes fully into the activi¬ 
ties of hie branch. “In some direc¬ 
tions,** be says, “ouch aa the control 
of glanders and of mange, much 
progress ha* been made; the country 
haa been protected against Invasion 
by diseases foreign to U; additional 
tacts hsvs becj brought to light by 
ths members of the branch engaged 
In scientific research, and there has 
been a marked advance In the division 
entrusted with the Inspection of meat 
and canned foods.'* On the other hand, 
tha veterinary dtrector-geueral con¬ 
tinues, **1 hava to report a serious out 
break of dourlna In ths province of 
Alberta, and continued losses from 
hog cholera. M 

Regarding glanders. It was found 
necessary to slaughter only 363 horses 
n 1914, as compared with 438 in 1913 
In combating hog cholera 9.900 hogs 
were slaughtered In 1914 at a cost of 
I61.68S. In compensation. The 
figures In the latter Instance present 
a formidable aspect, but, as Dr. Tor¬ 
rance remarks, “As the hoc population 
of Canada la approximately 8.000,000, 
the loss of even 10.000 la not high.** 
Ha adds that tha disease rarely 
breaks out a second time on premises 
where It has been extirpated, that the 
feeding of uncooked garbage to hogs 
continues to he In many oases the 
ause of tha Initial outbreak, and that 
the neglect of owners to notify the 
department of the appearance of the 
disease Is chiefly responsible for Its 
spread. The last remark applies to 
the Initiatory manifestation of all 
other Infectious or contagious dis¬ 
eases. Ths war against tuberculosis 
oontlnues with unremitting vigor. 

The research and experiments car¬ 
ried on at the different official labora¬ 
tories la described, and statistical 
tables given of results, and of the In¬ 
spection of animals Imported and ex¬ 
ported and of packing establishments 
and abattoirs. Import Inspections 
from tha United Slates and Newfound¬ 
land In the year ending March 31, 
1914, totalled 29.728 horses. 1,841 
mules. 14.T47 cattle, 213,332 sheep, 374 
• wine. 823 goats, 22 asses, 8 elk and 6 
elephants. 

Some two doxen contributions from 
the chiefs of divisions stationed at 
different points—Inspectors patholo¬ 
gists. biological experts and superln 
tendents of quarantine stations—with 
a number of illustrations of animals 
variously Infected, combine to make 
a moat useful and widely Interesting 
report, which can be bad free on ap¬ 
plication to ths publications branch.

Col. Shumaky, military critic of tho 
Bourse Gaxetie, telegraphing from 
Russian headquarters, says a strategic 
calm haa oat in sJols ths entire Hue 
sian front and that tha Teutons, com¬ 
pelled to suspend their aggressive 
operations, are everywhere preparing 
for a positional campaign on thair 
present line 

*Tbe enemy," Col Shumsky adds, 
"la constructing an elaborate system 
of trenches and filling them with 
staves and otherwise protecting them 
against ths Russian winter. Mean 
while his rear la being organized. 
Itoads are being repaired or built, 
permanent railways restored, field 
Unas laid down, bridges rebuilt and 
Russian fortresses reconstructed with 
their faces to tha east." 

Col. Shumsky thinks that Instead 
of their being any danger for Riga 
and Dvlnak the German positions on 
those fronts are more unfavorable 
than elsewhere.

Food Shortage in Germany 


Prospect of War Through Another 
Winter a Hard One For Enemy 

The London Dally Chronicle says 
editorially: 

The prospect of war through an¬ 
other winter la a burd one for all 
belligerents, but evidence la accumu¬ 
lating that it will be a BVi h 
one lor the enemy that for the al¬ 
lies. There can be no doubt that 
Germany la now feellug tha effects 
of tho British blockade. 

It Is clear that they are running 
very short of clothing. Today a civ¬ 
ilian actually cannot buy a blanket 
or woollen rug In a German town, 
the federal council has forbidden 
them to be sold The shortage of 
leather la so great that the municipal¬ 
ities ure promoting the manufacturing 
and use of sabots in place of boots. 

Ths committee of the Socialist par¬ 
ty and ths general committee of Gcr- 
diiu trade ui ions receutly addressed a 
petition on the subject of food sup¬ 
plies to the chancellor They paint a 
terrible picture of semi starvation 
among the fumiliies of those at the 
front and of under-nutrltiou through¬ 
out the working community. 

The Berliner Tageblatl recently de¬ 
scribed hungry thousand am rounding 
municipal food shops. 

The police were railed upon to pre¬ 
vent them from rioting, and through 
were standing for hours until they 
fainted frere fatigue. At Chemnlts 
they did riot and the butler and egg 
shops were wrecked. 

Meanwhile the papers publish re- 
elpts for making soup out of frnit 
skins. For the want of meat and fat 
the municipalities analyze town tow¬ 
age to get food out of it The fed¬ 
eral council Is to Institute national 
butter cards on ths lines of ths bread 
cards and tha potato supply Is to be 
nationalized and distributed at fixed 
prices.

Dominion Trade and Commerce Dept 
Is Instituting Program 

A vigorous campaign to encourage 
and develop commerce between Can¬ 
ada and European Russia Is being ln- 
slituted by the trade and commerce 
UiparuneuL Sir George Foster bss 
decided to opeu a trade commission¬ 
er's office In Petrograd and C F. Just, 
formerly Canadian trade commission¬ 
er for Germany, who recently made a 
report on the opportunities for Can¬ 
adian commerce in the laud of the 
bear, has been appointed to ths port 

Mr. Just will leavs within a couple 
of mouths for Russia, lie will be ac¬ 
companied b) at least two assistants 
who, after becomlug acquainted with 
Russian conditions, will likely opeu 
•ub-offlces at Moscow and Odessa. 

Mr. Just was Canadian commission¬ 
er at Hamburg when war broke out 
and was at first Interned by the Ger¬ 
man authorities. Later he was ex¬ 
changed through the American consul 
for a German trado comm las loner who 
liad been located In South Africa Mr. 
Just was then asked by the depart¬ 
ment to visit Russia and maks a per¬ 
sonal study of the outlook for develop¬ 
ment of Caqadlan trade with that 
country.^ 

He visited all the largest Russian 
commercial centres, returning to Can¬ 
ada via Serbia. He was greatly Im¬ 
pressed with the opportunities for the 
development of a huge trade by Can¬ 
adian manufacturers In Russia, a busi¬ 
ness which was hitherto largely mon¬ 
opolised by Germany.

Prlxe List For Fair to bo Held In 
March Haa Been Issued 

Tho prlxo list for the Saskatchewan 
provincial winter ffflr. to be held lo 
Begins. March 14 to 17 next yaar, haa 
been Issued. 

The revised prlxe list Indicates 
some changes. There will be offered 
In prises some 86.000 for horses, 
cattle, sheep and swine, of which 1 
83,278 is for horses. 81.690 for cattle. 
8860 for sheep, and 88 O 0 for swine. 

Rather radlc. ’ changes are being 
made In the departments for beef, 
cattle and swine In the peat classes 
were for the different breeds and for 
grades It has been decided In the 
beef cattle department to prohibit the 
showing of pure-b-ed females. The 
classes in this department at the 
coming fair will be as follows; 

(a) Beer catte, sired by Shorthorn 
bull. 

4b) Beef cattle, sired by Hereford 
bull. 

(c) Beef cattle, sired by Aberdeen- 
Angus bull. 

(d) Beef cattle, sired by any other 
breed. 

In each class there will be shown 
purebred or grade heifers. In all 
there will be 20 sections In this de¬ 
partment, and the prtxes In the sec¬ 
tions will b«—1st prize. 826; 2nd. 
820. 3rd. 818; 4th. 810; 6th, 86. 

A new class for beef cattle will be 
those fitted and shown bv boys be¬ 
tween the ages x>\ 10 and 17 years. 
There will be two sections: 1st. steers 
or grade heifers, calved In 1914; 2nd. 
steers or grade heifers, calved In 
1918; snd the prises In these sec¬ 
tions will be, 1st prise. 860. 2ml. 
840; 3rd. 830; 4th. 828; 8th. 820; 8th, 
818: 7th. 810; 8th. 85. The boys wUl 
also be permitted to show their ani¬ 
mals In other sections for which they 
| mny be eligible. 

In the swine department there will 
he a class for market hogs and an¬ 
other for grade hogs. In the market 
class purebred or grads barrows or 
grade sows may be shown These 
must weigh between 175 and 225 
pounds. There will he four sections 
in this rises, with 842 In prizes for 
etch section. 

In the breeders' class, the pigs must 
all have been littered In 1915 and 
must nil he purebred. There will be 
sections for sows and for hoars, for 
Yorkshire. Berkshire, or any other 
breed, with prises amounting to 842 
in each section. There will also be a 
class for pens of bacon hogs.

In the 
five stock Judging competition no 
cash prizes will be given, and the 
money which was offered in prises 
Inst year will be uked to pay the 
transportation expenses of s party of 
students from the Provincial Agri¬ 
cultural College.

General Sir Archibald Hunter, sec¬ 
ond in command of the British troopa 
at Gallipoli, waa a favorite of the Gar- 
man Emperor before tbe war. having I 
ouca saved the Kaiser when a horse 
attached to a carriage In which be 
waa driving In Scotland became un¬ 
manageable. The Emperor paid the 
Scotch soldier particular attention 
and gave him a standing invitation to 
visit Berlin. 

Th* Kaiser must have heard with 
chagrin that tha recent successes in 
the Anafarta region were due largely 
to Hunter's direction. 

Hunter first made hla name In 
Egypt. In Wolsaley'a Nila expedition. 
Huntar captured one of tbe moat 
truculent Dervish chiefs with bis own 
handa, and carried him off in a 
gunboat in tha vary teeth of the 
tribesmen. 

Hunter had fourteen years of th* 
desert and th* Nila Valley, and hla 
uravery in all tha fighting waa a 
byword with th# black troops whose 
adored leader be was. When ths 111- 
fatad gunboat El Tsb turned turtle 
In ths fifth cataract. Hunter had a 
narrow eacap*. being struck In the

Investigating Northern 
Alberta Nickel Deposits 

Vicars and Maxim Have Sent Expedi¬ 
tion Which May Last Two 
Years 

According to tba Mining and Scien¬ 
tific Press of October 30. an llkport 
ant expedition la being conducted ln 
Northern Alberta for tha purpose of 
Investigating lbs nickel deposits said 
to have been found in tbs Fond du 
Lac district, east of Lak# Athabasca. 
The Item la as follows: 

"Ths British firm of Vicars and 
Maxim haa sent an expedition Into the 
Fond du Lao country, east of Lake 
Athbasca In Northern Alberta, to 
Investigate the nickel deposits under¬ 
stood to occur In that region. The 
party, consisting of iwsnty-five en¬ 
gineers and a large number of assist 
ant* and laborers, is In charge of 11 
V D' rdisr, who went to England some 
time ago In order to interest capttal- 
alat ln the district Tha expedition 


left Edmonton three weeks ago. and 
as avery effort waa made to keep Its 
object a secret, little was koown of 
It until It was well on its way Tl.e 
explorers will remslo In the country 
from well over two years, and took 
with them $ 60,000 worth of machinery 
and 810,000 worth of provisions. Tha 
total cost will be about 1100.000."
